Preceedings in Court—The Warren Le- 

Chesney Case Noelle Prossed— 
What Pate Says. 


On an order made by Judge Laughlin filty- 
one jurors were present in the Crimtnal Court 
to-day to do their portion in giving Warren F. 
McChesney a fair and impartial] trial on & 
charge of setting up and maintaining a lottery 
scheme. The case was originally set for July 
ilth dy consent for a special hearing. The 
prostration of Judge Laughlin and the compli- 
cation of business resulting gave no opportu- 
nity to try the case on that date and it was ac- 
cordingly set down for to-day. On the arraign- 
ment after the return of the last of a batch of 
the 60 indictments against McChesney he 


pleaded not guilty to the charge. On calling 
the jury list to-day it was ascertained that only 
51 of the 150 jurors ordered were on hand, aud 
nearly half of these made a presentation of 
facts which secured an excuse from service 
during the present term of court, leaving less 
than the necessary number ready for examin- 
ation, Whenthe jurors presenting good rea- 
sons were excused trom service Judge Laugh- 
lin said: 
„CALL R. C. PATE, MR. SHERIFF.’’ 
The defendant was not in the room at the 
time, but aftera few minutes, delay he ap- 
peared at the bar with his attorney, Mr. 
Patrick. The offense,’’ said Judge Laughlin, 
‘fig a more serious one than that to which tae 
detendant first pleaded guilty. There has 
struggle of twenty years in 
State to suppress lottery and 
1 struggle that has yearly been 
perilous, and it is for that reason I was in 
some doubt vesterday. The validity of the 
lxw is now beyond dispute, and the conse- 
quences, by ail men who break it, must ve 
borne, and I would not hesitate to carry out a 
verdict tor establishing a lottery.

If your Honer please, in the case of John 
Glardon, as Mr. Pate don’t want to de alone, 
we wilt withdraw our motion for a new trial 
and ask that sentence be passed. 

Judee Laugniin asked the defendant if he 
desired to withdraw bis wotion for a new trial, 
as stated, and he replied that he did. 

„Do vou demand sentence in accordance 
with the verdict rendered against you?’’ 

„1 do, the defendant replied, and his 
Honor then said: In accordance with the 
verdict rendered in your case, I wiil assess 
your punishment at six months in the County 
Jail. 

„After a short delay Pate and Glardon 
walked out of the court-room to the Sheriff's 
office, on the second landing, where a report- 
er metthem while waiting to have the sentence 
of the court put into execution, 

„ou will accept sentence immediately, 
then?’’ 

‘‘Yes,’’ replied Pate. I am going down into 
the box now. The suspense is over now, any- 
how, aud I know what was in store for me.’’ 
Do you think the Governor wil regard this 
as he did the indictment for keeping a gam- 
biing-house, to which vou pleaded guilty and 
received his pardon?’’ 

Jam sure I don’t know how the Governor 
will look on this matter. The offenseis the 
same, and the arguments and reasons in the 
first case hold good tor tie second. The 
lottery has been suspended. I am 
now going into jaii as a  resulé 
ot the abuse the newspapers neaped upon 
Gov. Crittenden when he pardoned the 
gamblers. Isa then that the consequences 
of this abuse would fall on me. When I 
pleaded guiity to the charge ot keepinga 
gambling- house and was sentenced to six 
months in jail I thought that that ended 
everything against me, and I thought so with 
good reason, but I have no fault to flad with 
anybody.“ 

‘-Willthe other cases against you be dis- 
posed of now?“ 

„res. This plea ends all the cases against 
me, butit does not make any difference what 
disposition is made ofthe other 59 cases, for 
lottery is a continuous offense, and it matters 
not whether sixty or a thousand indictments 
are piled up against a man.“ 

„What will be done with the vendors.“ 

J don’t know. I suppose the cases will be 
dismissed, or maybe they will be continued 
generally—one is just as good another. If they 
are dismissed and are ever again detected 
cases can be made against them again. Or 
they might continue the cases generally, and 
hold the indictments that they now have over 
their heads. 

At noon Pate and Glordan were taken down 
into the Jail and registered among the other 
receipts Dy Guard McMahon, after which they 
were assigned to two cells on the ground floor 
oppesite the screen.

He had opportunities 
for hearing McGindley’s character frequently 
discussed and extensively discussed and he 
would say that McGindley’s reputation was 
very bad. He heard parties in the courts de- 
nounce him. McGindley took the papers of 
the Beauvais estate out of court and kept them 
a long time. Some of the receipts 
of the heirs were never returned.

ENGLAND ISOLATED. 

A semi-official denial compelled Sir 
CHARLES DILKE to acknowledge in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the state- 
ment that the Powers had approved the bom- 
bardmeut of Alexandria was somewhat pre- 
mature. The latest dispatches from Con- 
stantinople indicate that the representatives 
of the Powers have not yet reached a basis of 
concert. 

DE NOAILLES opposes military intervention 
by Turkey in Egypt as againstthe policy of 
France and liable to make trouble for her in 
Tunis and Algiers. That France disapproved 
the bombardment was mauifested in the most 
unmistakable way by the withdrawal of her 
fleet from the joint naval demonstration as 
soon as the bombardment notice was giv- 
en by Admiral SEYMOUR. On the part 
of Italy Count Corti is strongly op- 
posed to the Anglo-French control of 
fiscal affairs in Egvpt. Italy was incensed 


| against England by the latter’s acquiescence 


in the absorption of Tunis by France, and 


looks upon England’s raid upon Egypt as an- 


other attack upon [taly’s interest in the Afri- 
can shore of the Mediterranean. Germany, 
in this matter, is working for a basis of con- 
cert with Turkey, Austria and Italy. She is 
of a union of France and 
Russia against Germany, and is maneuvering 
at once to unite Italy, Austria and Turkey 
against them and to isolate England. Austria 
has interests in Bosnia, designs on Servia, 
and certain railway projects which incline 
her to cultivate the good-will of Turkey, and 
Italy finds in this group her most promising 
support against the encroachment of the 
Western Powers in Africa. 

Hence, while the Austrian, Italian and Ger- 
man representatives would have all European 
intervention in Egypt turned over to the 
Porte, and France opposes jit, England sees 
further proceedings on her part unfavorably 
regarded by all the Powers, even Russia hay- 
ing been one of the last to yield a reluctant 
consent to tne Anglo-French plan of liqui- 
dating Egypt’s debts. Besides all this, no 
Power is under any obligation to assume a 
zhare in the odiam of this cruel bombard- 
ment while its horrors are fresh in the 
public mind and its consequences are 
developing more seriously every day. 
The continuing flight of foreigners 
from all parts of Egypt demonstrates 
the universal prevalence of a fierce war-feel- 
ing among the Egyptian masses, and there 
can be no further disguise of the fact that the 
Anglo-French control of Egypt’s domestic 
affairs has aroused a national feeling and 
started a national movement which touch 
popular sympathies in all lands, even in Eng- 
land. Some of the most powerful vindica- 
tions of ARABI BEY’S course have been writ- 
ten by members of Mr. GLADSTONE’S own 
party, as wellas some of the most striking 
pictures of the oppressions of the carpet-bag 
administration imposed on Egypt by England 
and France. 

A population of five millions, wrench- 
ing a livelikcod out of five million 
acres of arable land, and compelled to pay 
interest on adebt of five hundred millions 
incurred bya profligate Khedive under the 
manipulation of a coterie of designing for- 
eigpers, might be expected to kick against the 
tax-collector. But when the foreign creditors 
depose that Khedive, put a dependent tool of 
their own iu his place, fill the offices with 
foreigners, and, under pretense of collecting 
five millions of interest due foreign creditors, 
maintain an arbitrary government costing 
fifty millions a year, the demand of the people 
for a constitution or a legislative chamber to 
control expenditures is both natural and 
reasonable. And when this demand is treated 
as a rebellion to be put down by foreign ships 
and troops, a fierce and bloodyjrevolt is also 
natural, Whether it be reasonable or not, and 
whatever bloodshed ensues will be upon the 
head of Engiand in the opinion of the world. 


SCIENCE first discovered that vessels plated 
with six-inch armor would turn any known 
cannon ball, and then science soon invented 
cannon that would pierce ten-inch armor 
And so the strengthening of the armor has 
increased the force of the projectiles, and 
that in turn has necessitated stronger armor, 
until some of the English ironclads are now 
encased in twenty-four-inch ‘armor. But it 
is obvious that shore batteries can be made 
defensively stronger than ships, and it 16 
believed that guns can be mounted and 
worked on shore heavy enough to pierce any 
armor that a ship can carry, with due refer- 
ence to her sailing qualities and her own 
offensive equipment. England’s naval superi- 
ority would enable her to blockade our ports, 
in case of war, and to break this blockade 
we should be compelled to construct iron- 
clads equa! to her own. That is about 
the only use we \could possibly have for 
such veseels, But have a better defen se 


than fronciads agalust the occurrence of an 
such war, and it is not likely to come until 


the navies in the world could not prevent 
from taking and holding British America if 
one of our ports were treated as Alexandria 
has been.

\nationalities of the world. We have no such 
use for ironclads, are under no such com- 
pulsion to alm at naval superiority, and it is 
utter nonsense for us to think of competing 
with ber in the matter of a naval estabiish- 
ment. If she owned all the ships in the world 
and we owned none, we could drive out or 
capture any army she could land on our soil, 
and make her pay heavy damages for all the 
loss inflicted on us by the invasion.

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DANIEL WEBSTER used to be somewhat; 
opposed to the blackmailing assessment sys- 
tem, so long practiced in the politics of this 
country and so eminently refined by Jay 
HUBBELL, the Chairman of the Republican 
Congressional Campaign Committee. When 
DANIEL was Secretary of State under Presi- 
dent TYLER, he wrote the following letter to 
the Secretary of the Treasury on this sub- 
jects 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
March 20, 1841. 
To the Hon. Thomas Ewing, Secretary of the 

Treasury: 

Sin—The President is of the opinion that it is 
a great abuse to bring the patronage of the 
general Government into conflict with the 
freedom of elections, and that this abuse ought 
to be corrected wherever it may have been 
permitted to exist, and to be prevented for the 
future. He therefore directs that information 
be given to all officers and agents in your de- 
partment of the public service that Partisan 
interference in the popular elections, whether 
of State officers or officers of the (Federal) 
Government, and for whomsoever and against 
whomsoever it map be exercised, or the pay- 
ment of any contribution or assessment on sal- 
aries or official compensation for party or elec- 
tion purposes, will be regarded by him as 
cause for removal. 

Itis not intended that any officer shall be 
restrained in the free and proper expression 
and maintenance of his opinion respecting 
public men or public measures or in the exer- 
cise to the fullest degree of the constitutional 
right of suffrage. But persons employed un- 
der the Government and paid for their ser- 
vices out of the public treasury are not ex- 
pected to take an active or officious part in at- 
tempts to influence the minds or votes of 
others, euch conduct being deemed inconsist- 
ent with the spirit of the Constitution and the 
dnty of public agents acting under it, and the 
President is resolved, so far as depends upon 
him, that, while the exercise of the elective 
franchise by the people shall be free from un- 
due influence of officia! station and authority, 
opinion shall also be free among the officers 
and agents of the Government. 

Similar letters have been addressed to 
other heads of departments.

A CLERGYMAN of the Presbyterian persua- 
sion in Cincinnati, named MOREY, preached 
athree-column sermon on newspapers last 
Sunday. His criticism was very severe, and, 
coming from a man who never edited a paper 
and who probably never spent any time ina 
newspaper office, except when reading the 
proof of a prepared sermon, was very val- 
uable. Among other things he said: 


I think I see signs that our newspaper food 
is to be better donein the future. Our papers 
are becoming more honest, more of the editors 
of our secular papers are Christian men, there 
is a turning toward religion. Religious news is 
brought tothe notice of many who would not 
otherwise see anything religious. Ohristian 
readers are often pained by editorial sneers at 
what they hola most sacred. I am hoping that 
our papers will trample upon these ghostly 
jests. In short, at their worst, newspapers are 
like stagnant pools and marshes. We 
should spurn with disgust the newspaper 
marsh, and welcome the purer stream that 
flows from righteous fountain. 


ENGLAND has a railroad commission 
created in 1873 whichis a species of court 
with authority to decide controversies arising 
from the competition of the roads with each 
other or from disputes between the roads and 
passengers or shippers. Its decisions in 
such cases are enforced by processes similar 
to those ofa court of justice, and those de- 
cisions are not limited like jury verdicts to the 
particular case decided, but stand as boun- 
daries of the powers of the corporations. 
This commission has compe lied corporations 
to rebuild stations, enlarge passenger rooms, 
fmprove cars, increase precautions for the 
safety of travelers, and in 1881 four cases of 
freight discrimination were decided against 
the right of companies to give undue pref- 
erence to one shipper over another, or to es- 
tablish an unjust disproportion between 
through fares or freights and those for way 
traffic. 


THE Commercial Travelers are to have an- 
other case litigated In order to settle some- 
what more clearly the limit of a State’s power 
to require a license from drummers or au- 
thorize municipalities to impose such a tax 
onthem. A Virginia law of this sort was 
pronounced unconstitutional upon the 
ground that it discriminated against non- 
residents, but upon a rehearing the law was 
sustained by the Supreme Court, it seems, 
upon the ground that it did not so discrimi- 
nate. As twenty States and six Territories 
permit free trade while all others tax drum- 
mers or authorize their municipalities to do 
80, itis desirable to know just how far a 
State can go in this direction without preju- 
dice to the constitutional guarantee of free 
trade between the States and the right of 
Congress to regulate inter-State commerce, 


THIS is a great and glorious country, but the 
Government does not possess a single gun 
equal to those with which the Egyptians pep- 
pered the British fleet. And if any man rises in 
Congress to suggest that we need afew such 
weapons and proposes an appropriation tor 
the purpose, he is immediately denounced as 
a crank or a public plunderer.—Cinocinnati 
Times-Star.

Declines a Joint Debate. 
BUTLER, MO., July 17, 1882. 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: — 

I see in your paper of 15th inst. a dispatch 
from Jefferson Citv, in which it is stated that 
Dr. Shannon, Superintendent of Schools, has 
challenged me to meet him at Nevada, Vernon 
county, and ‘‘discuss certain charges alleged 
to have been made againat his administration 
of the office of State Superintendent.’’ This 
course of Dr. Shannon grows out of some ex- 
ceptions he seems to have taken to statements 
made by me in a recent interview published in 
the Vérnon County Democrat. I was on my 
way to Springfield and the southern counties 
ef the State, and stopped off at Nevada and 
had some conversation there with a represent- 
ative of the Democrat, and, being a candidate 
to succeed Dr. Shannon, I was asked some 
questions about public matters, particularly as 


they affect our schools. I made no charges 
against Dr. Shaonon’s administration—at 
least in the sense that he was guilty of an 
personal or official improprieties. What 
said about Dr. Shannon was a criticism of his 
views on our public scbool system as 
formulated in his report to the Thirty-first 
General Assembly, and as frequently express- 
ed during the sitting of the Legisiature, and 
which I opposed, as a member of that body. 
This is the sum of my offending. The Doctor's 
motive in this challenge seems to be to dodge 
the real issue by diverting attention from his 
views, as set forth in his report, which I did 
discuss, to bis adwinistration, which I did not 
oiscuss. I have not time nor disposition to 
discuss in public debate the wisdom or policy 
of his position; practically it is useless to do so 
at Nevada, since Vernon county has already 
instrueted forme. Besides, I very tully ana 
successfuily corabatted his views in the Logis- 
lature. The point I wish to make is: 1 did 
not in the interview misrepresent him, since 
what I said about his position is substantially 
stated by the Doctor himself in his official re- 
port. If he can show that Ihave, in an 
material particular, mis-stateashis position, I 
will be very glad to make the proper ¢orrec- 
tion. lam unable to see thatany good would 
result from the diecussion he proposes. We 
simply dmr in our views on several impor- 
tant public school questions, and that is all. 

I belleve Dr. Shannon to be an upright 
official, and a gentieman, and giva him credit 
for sincerity in his views. Ail that, however, 
does notaffect the question asto whether thosa 
views are wise, or wbether it would be prudent 
to enact them into laws as he recommended in 
his report to the Thirty-first General Assembly. 
I believe to adopt bis views into the public 
school laws of thé State would be disastrous, 
and so thought the Legislature by a large ma- 
jority.

An Interesting Chapter on Me 
maids, Mermen and Mer- 
children.

Strange Water Creatures Encountered 
During the Past Seven Hun- 
dred Years. 


Newport (R. I.) Letter to New York Post. 

Why is it that we hear nothing of the mer- 
maid in our day? Is it true that it has be- 
come extinct; that the voice of the siren is 
no longer heard where it ence led the unwary 
on treacherous shores; that sailors, wedded 
to the belief that it bas its home in the sea, 
now search in vain for this curious creature? 
The prudent man hesitates to give a definite 
answer, for less than fifty years ago a school 
of mermaids were seen on the coast of Scot- 
land, and it is but sixty years since the last 
catch was made. Still there isthe fact that 


in our day no mermaid has been seen. This 
has led to the belief that, like the dodo, the 
roc, the dragon, and. the centaur, 
it is a thing of the past. 
The sceptical) man even denies that the 
mermaid ever had an existence, and holds 
that the creature, half fish, half human, 
sprang from the brain of some wiseacre who 
told stories and spun yarns for the marines. 
Kut the horse of Eocene Europe was *‘some- 
thing between a Shetland pony and apig, with 
three separate hoofs on each of its feet,” and 
the semi-human man of the Miocene age en- 
courages the belief that the connecting link 
bétween man and the ape may yet be found, 
perhaps in some fastne:sin the interior of 
Africa. Indeed, some travelers claim that in 
that land of dark forests there is a tribe human 
in aspect but wearing tails. And who bas 
not laughed over the circumstantial stories 
connected with the sea-serpent? Yet, if re- 
port speaks true, Prof. Baird has faith in 
that wily creature, and knows no reason why 
we should doubt its existence. 

Unfortunately, we bave no living specimen 
of the mermaid, and no dried ones, for that 
matter, oiher than those that have come to 
us from Japan;but what more have we of the 
dodo than the drawing inthe British Mu- 
seum? and if we reject the dragon, of which 
we have literally nothing but effigies, we 
throw discredit on the Scriptures—the words 
put into the mouth of David, and Jeremiah, 
and Ezekiel, to say nothing of the great red 
dragon that has so large a place in Revelation. 
We have no such high authority for the ex- 
istence of the mermaid during the vears that 
it had a place in the fauna of Europe, but 
many interesting narratives of its habits, 
both at large and in captivity, have come 
down to us, without taking into account 
what Pontoppidan, that vivacious writer, has 
to tell his readers. And these naratives are 
the more interesting in that there are hardly 
any two of them alike—evidence conclusive 
thatthe narrators used their own eyes, and 
tried to describe what they saw or thought 
they saw. when brought face to face with 
such a fairy-like creature, combing its hair 
and surveying itself in a tiny mirror while 
posed on its scaly tail on the crested waves of 
an unfrequented shore; forif the creature 
chanced t» be a merman, the impression was 
quite different. 

There was an extraordinary catch of this 
kind in the days of King John—a mer- 
man, taken on the coast of Suffolk, where it 
was kept in confinement for a time. The 
body of the creature above the waist (for all 
below was covered with scales) was hairy, 
but the crown of the head was bald, which 
added much to its human aspect. ‘Hee 
would not or could not utter any speeche, al- 
though to try him they hung nim up by the 
heels (rudimentary heels, probably) and mis- 
erably tormented him.” But he slept well when 
left alone, and would gettee him to his 
couche at the setting of the sunne, and rise 
again when it rose.“ Through a great piece 
of imprudence one day they allowed him to 
bathe in the sea, first taking the precaution 
to stretch three nets across the mouth of 
the haven thathe might not escape; but, 
diving to the bottom, he came up outside of 
the nets, and was given up for lost, in which, 
however, they were mistaken, for “he came 
to them againe of his own accorde, and re- 
mayned with them two months after.” 
wA merman was taken in the same locality 
in the time of Henry II., and was kept by 
Bartholomew de Glainville, custodian of the 
castle of Oreford, by the space of six months 
or more. He spake nota word. Oftentimes 
he was brought to church, where he showed 
no tokens of adoration. At length, when he 
was not well looked to, he stole away to the 
sea, and never after appeared.” 

But captured mermen have not always been 
soirreverent. A Father of the Society of 
Jesus, returning to Rome from India, re- 
ported that during his travels be had seen “a 
seaman adorned witn an episcopal mitre.““ 
Itdid not bear its confinement weil, and 
having been let loose it made its way down to 
the sea; but“ before it finally disappeared it 
turned and bowed in thanks for its liberty.” 

As a general thing the mermaids captured 
proved to be far more devout when brought 
into tne church than mermen. In 1403 a mer- 
maid taken in a lakein Holland, “thrown 
tnitber forth of the sea,“ was carried into the 
city of Haerlem, where “she suffered herself 
to have garments put upon ber, and admitted 
the use of bread, milk and similar articies of 
diet. Also she did learn to spin, ana 
do many other things after the man- 
ner of women; also she did devoutly 


bend the knees to the image of Christ crucified, | 


being docile in all things of which she was 
commanded of her master; hut living there 
many years she always remained mute.’’ 
Stories are told of other mermaids that be- 
came qaite domesticated, and made them- 
selves useful about the house, although, ow- 
ing to the singular formation of their lower 
member, and the absence of feet, their move- 
ments on land were necessarily constrained, 
and Were at times awkward. 

In 1761 two girls on the island of Noirmou- 
tiers came upon a strange form in a grotto. 
When discovered it was leaning upon its 
hands, surveying its face in the water. One 
of the girls, nothing daunted, struck a knife 
ipto the creature, which, when wounded, 
groaned audibly. It had the breast of a full- 
chested woman. The chin was adorned with 
a beard formed of shells, and over the whole 
body there were tufts of similar shelis—prob- 
ably goose barnacles. The tail was that of a 
fish, and on it there was an excrescence that 
was neither a footnor a fin, but which no 
doubt served some useful purpose. 

Numbers of baby mermaids have been 
caught. One seen sporting with its mother 
on the coast of New Spain was taken alive 
and kept in à tub of water for several days, 
when it died for want of proper nourish- 
ment. Thisspecimen, when examined by 
the Royal Academy of Science, at Paris, was 
pronounced very childlike in the upper part 
of the body; hut the fingers were webbed, 
and “the hair on its head was rather coarse 
and more weedy than that of au infant.“ 
Of other merchiidren interesting accounts 
bave been preserved. Of two taken on 
the shore of the Isle of Man one died of the 
injuries it had received, but the other lived 
and seemed quite contented in a tub of water. 
Its skin was of a pale-brown color, the scales 
were tinged with violet, and the bair, or what 
was taken for hair, was of a greenish cast. 
Its mouth was very small and delicately shap- 
ed, and although it had no teeth, it fed with 
avidity on shellfish, and drank freely of milk 
and water, which it sucked through a quill, 
ohh tae that it had learned to feed from a 

ttle. 

A tiny merchild,scareely two feet in length, 
caught in 1759, was exhibited that year at the 
fair at St. Germain. It was very active in the 
vessel in which it was kept, fed freely on 
bread or small fishes, and while feeding look - 
ed earnestiy at the spectators—a peculiarity 
that was variously interpreted by those who 
watched its movements. Although a female, 
the features were extremely ugiy, the skin 
was harsh, the ears large, and the tail was 
covered with the regula ion scale.

Jealous Dusky Maidens Lead to the 
Bloody Crime—The Story as Told 
at the Coroner’s Inquest. 


The Coroner held an inquest to-day at 11 
o’clock on the body of the colored man, Joe 
Miller, who was murdered by his dusky lover 
at about 4;30 o’ciock Sunday afternoon. 
The affray occurred in front of 
Flynn's grocery store and saloon, at the cor- 
ner of Clabber alley and Wash street. The 


Miller for about two years, and she now claims 
that she was engaged to him. Lately 
Miller had taken up with another woman 
named Eliza Heusley, who appeared more to 
his taste. 

A jury composed of three intelligent looking 
colored men and three white men were impan- 


eled, and the evidence at the inquest was ac- 
curately taken down by a stenographer. Toe 
first witness Was Georgia Brittain, living at 
No. 1006 North Seventh street. She testifisd 
that she hud known Miller forsome time. 
He had been a steamboat hand and porter. He 
was unmarried and about 24 years ola. He had 
been living with Kate Hudson for a time. The 
witness did not know whether they were mar 
ried or not. On Sunday aiternoon she, in 
company with Miller, Eliza Hensley 
and Berdie Murphy, were in Fiynn’s 
place. Miller invited them to take a drink, and 
after they had hadit they went through the 
grocery store out on the sidewalk. They were 
standing there talking when Kate Hudson 
came across the street to where they were 
standing. She spoke to Miller and wanted 
himto go with her. He refused to do so. 
and threatened to lick her. She then said to 
him, ‘‘I will kill you if you with go any other 
woman,’’Some words tollowed between them.

She cast a su- 
percilious glance at her rival and said: Oh, 
Ihave known the woman for six or seven 
years; but her name is Kate Douglas. She 
said when Kate first came up that 
Miller and she had some words. 
Kate went away and presently came pack 
again. Then she drew a knife from her bosom 
and opened it. It fell from her hand to the 
sidewalk. She picked it uv and plunged it in- 
to Milier’s breast and fled. The woman was 
arrested in the alley, between Eighth and 
Ninth streets and Wash and Oarr, 
by Officer Daley of the Third District. 
The officer testified that he found her witha 
baby on her left arm andthe Rufe in her left 
hand. He told her that she had killed Miller, 
but she denied it. Bhe said she had not 
killed anybody. As they walked up 
the alley the woman called on 
1 colored woman who stood at 
a window to keep her child. As she did so 
she dropped a knife from ber hand into the 
room, The officer secured it and it was iden- 
tified as the one which had been used on Miller. 
There has been no post mortem held yet, but 
from «# casual examination made by 
the Coroner it appears that a main 
artery had b en severed and that Miller bled 
to death. The woman wilt be held under the 
charge of murder in the first degree,
